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Assistant postmaster 
charged with violating 
restraining order 


Louis Pimpare held in jail over weekend 


By Don Staruk 

Andover’s assistant postmas- 
ter was arrested last week and 
charged with violating a 209A 
restraining order that. was 
issued against him for a fellow 
female employee. 

Louis J. Pimpare, 50, of 10 
Landing Drive, Methuen, was 
arrested at 5:47 p.m. Saturday, 
April 20, at the Andover police 
station. He allegedly threatened 
to interfere with the woman’s job 
if she did not drop the restrain- 
ing order against him. 

There is no bail allowed in 
cases involving restraining 
order violations, so he was held 
in jail at the police station until 
Monday morning, April 22, for 
arraignment in Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court. Mr. Pimpare was 
released on his own personal rec- 
ognizance and ordered to stay 
away from the woman. 


How he is managing to do 
that, since the two work together 
at the Stevens Street facility, is 
unclear. He is due back in court 
for appointment of counsel 
Thursday, May 9. 


George Selfridge, Andover’s 
postmaster, said last week he 
had not had any requests from 
either employee to move or 
change their duties. 


“It’s a personal matter with 
Louis” and the woman, and “has 
nothing to do with” the postal 
service, Mr. Selfridge said. “We 
take on requests on an individu- 
al basis... and handle them on a 
case by case basis.” 


Mr. Pimpare, who is married, 
and the woman allegedly had a 
dating relationship at one time, 
according to police. She had the 
restraining order issued against 
him Dec. 22 of last year. It is 
valid until Dec. 20 of this year. 
The order was for him not to fol- 
low her, and to stay away from 
her place of work. The two had 
worked at different postal facili- 
ties until a few weeks ago, and 


are now working together at the 
Stevens Street facility. 

According to the police report 
by Officer Stephen Martellini, 
the woman came to the station 
on Saturday evening to file a 
complaint. She said Mr. Pimpare 
had called her into his office a 
day earlier and asked her to drop 
the restraining order, saying it 
was “an embarrassment to him,” 
according to police. 


The woman said she did not 
report the incident at the time 
because she feared repercus- 
sions at work. Then on Saturday, 
Mr. Pimpare allegedly told the 
woman he’d make her life miser- 
able if she didn’t drop the 
restraining order, the report 
said. 


At that point, she went to the 
police station and made the com- 
plaint. Officer Martellini asked 
Mr. Pimpare, who was working 
at the post office, to come to the 
Station, where he was then 
arrested. 


According to sources familiar 
with the investigation, the 
woman said Mr. Pimpare told 
her that her cash drawer would 
come up short if she did not drop 
the order. 


Steve O’Connell of the district 
attorney’s office said Wednesday 
that the restraining order states 
that Mr. Pimpare cannot be with- 
in 25 yards of the woman and 
that he can’t have contact with 
her. 


Susan Moore, a spokeswoman 
for the United States Postal Ser- 
vice, said Wednesday that the 
woman who took out the 
restraining order against Mr. 
Pimpare had requested a trans- 
fer from one post office to the 
Stevens Street site and that she 
qualified for the move and there- 
fore it was granted. Ms. Moore 
said the woman has not request- 
ed another change.

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Phillips Academy closer to housing a new SHED

Phillips Academy trustees are ready to 
replace the school’s old laundry and carpen- 
try shop with a brand new SHED. 

After discussing a traffic-impact report 
last week, the academy’s trustees decided to 
grant Shawsheen Extended Day Inc. permis- 
sion to continue with its plan to build an on- 
campus facility. The facility will house both 
the SHED kindergarten program and the 
Kid’s Club before- and after-school program 
serving grades one to five. 

“We had received sort of a temporary 
approval some months ago to do a traffic 


study and go ahead with our 
plan,” said Sydney Bialo, SHED 
administrator, commenting on 
the trustees’ decision. “Now 
they’re going to let us move for- 
ward and finalize our plans to 
take to the town Planning 
Board.” 

SHED Inc. officials are trying 
to bring their popular programs 
to a stable Phillips location 
because increased public school 
enrollments recently forced 
them to scatter to various loca- 


tions around town. 

SHED and Phillips Academy 
officials met with Phillips neigh- 
bors this winter and some neigh- 
bors said they fear the new build- 
ings will cause traffic and safety 
problems on Phillips, Abbot and 
School streets. 

Barbara Chase, head of 
school, alluded to such concerns 
in a letter she wrote to potential 
SHED neighbors regarding the 
trustees’ decision.

varied opinions expressed to us, and we 
have tried to listen carefully to every opin- 
ion,” said Ms. Chase. “Yet, we have based 
our decision not on the number or intensity 
of opinions expressed on either side, but on 
the merits of the situation as we have come 
to understand them.” 

SHED’s plan has not changed since it was 
reviewed by the neighbors, according to 
Phillips Academy representatives. 

SHED hopes to lease and renovate for 
classroom space the private school’s existing 
3,800-square-foot laundry and carpentry 
shop. It also wants to build a parking area 
and a new two- or three-story building of 
8,000 to 10,000 square feet. 

Access to the building would be from 
Phillips Street. 

Ms. Bialo said SHED is still working on 
the leasing and financing arrangements for 
their plan. 

Michael Williams, Phillips Academy’s 
facilities director, said the lease will run 20 
to 30 years, with no direct financial return to 
the academy. In other words, Philiips will let 
SHED lease the property in exchange for 
SHED renovating the old laundry area. 

When the lease expires, the facility will 
again be used by Phillips, although SHED 
may have an option for renewal, according 
to Mr. Williams.

“We have to submit financial 
reports and we will also have a finan- 
cial audit from them when we’re done,” 
Mr. Stott said. 

On the advice of Tom Urbelis, town 
counsel, the 350th Committee sought 
and gained its own charitable status as 
a nonprofit organization. 

“Tom’s help is symptomatic of the 
help that’s come from Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki,” town manager, and other town offi- 
cials and employees, including the 
police and fire departments, Mr. Stott 
said. 

The executive committee members 
are Norma Gammon, chairman; James 
D. Doherty, vice chairman; Mr. Stott;

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tributes $25,000 or more is considered a 
prime sponsor. Contributing $10,000- 
$15,000 makes one a major sponsor, 
$5,000-$10,000 is a special sponsor, and 
$1,000-$5,000 is simply a sponsor. 

Although all donations go into a gen- 
eral fund, prime sponsors can choose to 
have their name associated with a spe- 
cific event. BayBank chose to be associ- 
ated with the Inaugural Concert and 
Andover Bank chose to sponsor the 
Boston Pops. Both were or will be listed 
in the programs and had or have a ban- 
ner at the event. 

Other prime sponsors such as 
Gillette, chose simply to be a general 
sponsor. Raytheon is doing all the 
printing of tickets, programs, posters 
and such, an expense Mr. Stott said 
he’d rather not try to calculate. 

“I know it would be more than 
$25,000,” Mr. Stott said. “Raytheon has 
been wonderfully generous and help- 
ful.” 

The committee also did a mailing to 
every household in town, some 11,400 
of them, and “simply asked them to 
participate,” Mr. Stott said. The mail- 
ing offered a 350th anniversary pin in 
exchange for a $10 donation. 

They received 1,800 replies, roughly 
a 15.8 percent return, and about $28,000. 

“Any direct marketer will tell you a 
15 percent return is incredible,” Mr. 
Stott said. 

“So, in effect, the community was 
another prime sponsor,” he said. 

Mr. Stott singled out a few other 
sponsors, such as Richard Asoian, a 
local attorney who on his own formed a 
small committee and collected “a sig- 
nificant piece of change” in $1,000- 
$3,000 gifts from individuals and busi-

income. 

The big items here are taxes and an 
audit, $6,000, and a video of the 350th 
events for $4,000. 

This item includes breakfast meetings 
every three weeks for executive commit- 
tee members when they were first getting 
started. The breakfasts for the five or six 
attendees usually totaled $25 or $30, said 
Mr. Stott. 

“So they’re big elaborate breakfasts, 
he chided. And those expenses were off- 
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quo” business to any of the fund rais- 
ing. With everyone who was asked to 
participate, it was clear that they were 
not required to give, nor would they 
gain any favors from doing so, he said. 
The committee also has a policy 
regarding tickets for events. 
“The basic rule on tickets is that 
everyone desiring to attend an event is 
responsible for purchasing his/her 
ticket. This applies universally: to 
350th Committee members, town 
boards or other officials and the gener- 
al public,” according to the commit- 
tee’s published policy. 


The only exceptions are that four 
tickets may be given to prime sponsors 
and to major sponsors for the event 
they are sponsoring, or to one event of 
their choosing if they are not sponsor- 
ing a specific event. 

“No freebies are being given out,” 
Mr. Stott said.

“I see it as an on-going, never-ending assess- 
ment. Not to belabor it, but that’s what will 
keep us a school of excellence.” 

Time and learning 

To comply with the state’s 1993 Education 
Reform Act, Andover High School must 
increase the amount of actual daily instruc- 
tion students receive to 5.5 hours. 

Eventually, Ms. Parker may do this by 
increasing the length of each class and 
decreasing the number of classes each stu- 
dent has per day. 

Andover is one of only 11 Massachusetts 
communities to receive a $10,000 restructur- 
ing grant to help it comply with education 
reform, and Ms. Parker said most of this 
money is being used by teachers learning 
“how to teach in a long block.” Some teach- 
ers have viewed classes in other schools to 
see how they handle longer periods. Teach- 
ers also have studied how to integrate tech- 
nology into the curriculum. 

While longer class periods may work in 
the future, however, next year the schedul- 
ing options are limited because of construc- 
tion. 

“It’s difficult for us to schedule when we 
don’t know what we’ll have for classroom 
space,” said Ms. Parker, who won’t know 
about classroom availability until August. 

In addition, Andover High wants to keep 
both a full five minutes of passing time 
between each class because of the size of the 
school, and its homeroom period because it’s 
a valuable time to pass along information, 
said Ms. Parker. 

As a result, Andover will probably cut its 
lunch periods from 42 minutes to a half-

“There are no schools that we 
know of that have 42-minute lunches 
like we do,“ said Ms. Parker. 

During the 1996-1997 school year, 
Ms. Parker said Andover High may 
experiment with a longer-class 
schedule for a month or so to see how 
that works. However, for this to hap- 
pen, the teachers’ union and the 
upper administration will have to 
discuss contractual issues. 
Teaching strategies 

Education reform also requires 
towns to eliminate “the general 
track,” a group of classes into which 
teachers can sometimes lock low-per- 


forming or underachieving students. 
Although Andover’s school council 
has said Andover does not have a 
general track, the school will contin- 
ue evaluating its curriculum. 

“We can vary our teaching strate- 
gies. I think you need to match the 
talents of your staff with the needs of 
the community and I think that’s 
something we are doing well here,” 
said Ms. Parker. 

According to Ms. Parker, Andover 
is still considering creating some 
additional interdisciplinary classes 
such as the popular and leveled 
American Studies and Odyssey 
courses. 


Establishing high standards for all 
levels of instruction, and expecting 
the same level of preparation from 
both level 1 and level 3 students is 
one of Ms. Parker’s goals. 

“I think it’s something that we 
will improve on. We need to be con- 
sistent and we also need the support 
of the parents,” she said. “It is easier 
for parents to call us because they 
have one, two, three, maybe four 
children. I think the teachers would 
welcome the calls from parents 
because that’s what comes up in (par- 
ent-teacher) meetings.”

alternative program for non-college-bound 
students, besides its current partnership that 
sends about seven or eight students to the 
Greater Lawrence Technical School, said Ms. 
Parker. 

Teachers like Paul Ragnio, a special edu- 
cation teacher who deals with at-risk kids, 
agree. “That’s one of our shortfalls,” he said. 
“A lot of it has to do with resources. Most 
kids go to college in Andover so that’s where 
the bucks get spent.” 

While education reform has been the force 
behind some changes, Ms. Parker said the 
school community needs to take control and 
responsibility for the direction of these 
changes. 

“If we say, ‘They say we have to do this,’ 
we don’t own it,” she said. 

This is one reason why the High School 
community is developing five core values 
that Ms. Parker said she’ll establish by the 
end of the year. 

Ms. Parker is also creating a Strategic 
Planning Team, which she describes as a 
school council with more staff. 

“One of the problems I see with the imple- 
mentation of the (state-mandated) school 
council is we have a very large staff. This is a 
very large building,” she said. “I have 12

CREMATION 

More widespread acceptance of cremation as an alternative to 
earth burial, combined with an increase in the nation’s death 
rate, have caused the rate of cremation to rise across the coun- 
try. Over a recent 20-year period, the rate of cremation has 
risen from five percent of the two million people who died to 
almost 20 percent of the 2.2 million deceased. This does not 
mean that the traditional burial is chosen less often because the 
increased rate of mortality in recent years has kept burial rates 
steady. Still, those who prefer cremation point to its simplicity. It 
is a particularly appealing option in a society where the elderly 
retire far from home. The remains (known as cremains) can be 
easily shipped, kept at home, buried, or scattered. Memorials 
are often held at a later date, after the mourning period, when it 
is convenient for relatives and friends to attend from all over the 
country. 

Just like burial, cremation can occur after a funeral where the 
casket is present at one’s place of worship or a funeral chapel. 
The only real difference between a funeral followed by burial 
and one followed by cremation is that the body is taken to the 
crematory after the service in lieu of a procession to the ceme- 
tery. Generally, the cost of cremation is less than that of a burial 
or entombment.

Scottish origins of Free Christian 
Church. 

Free Christian Church had its begin- 
nings in a small group of men and 
women who witnessed to their convic- 
tions against slavery by founding a 
church. The anti-slavery movement 
was not a popular issue in 1846. In fact, 
it was so controversial that New Eng- 
land pulpits were cautioned by their 
denominations to be silent on the mat- 
ter. That silence was unacceptable to 
Andover millowners John Smith and 
John Dove. Under their leadership, 44 
men and women withdrew from four 
local congregations that refused to take 
a stand for the liberty of slaves. They 
became the Free Christian Church on 
May 7, 1846. 

Its name is taken from various cir- 
cumstances: 

1. It stood forth for the freedom of 
slaves; 

2. Many early members were Scot- 
tish and the Free Church of Scotland is 
that country’s congregational church; 

3. The church was free from any 
denominational affiliation; and 

4. Its meeting house pews were free 
to all, not purchased or rented.

p> Editor’s Note: The monthly exhibit at 
Memorial Hall Library commemorating 
the 350th anniversary year for May con- 
cerns Andover during the Civil War years. 

Lewis Garrison Holt, known affection- 
ately as “Gat,” worked with his brothers 
on the Holt Road farm until that memo- 
rable spring of 1861 when Civil War was 
declared. Joining boyhood friends and 
neighbors, the personable 22-year-old and 
an older brother volunteered with Co. H, 
14th Mass. Infantry. During three years of 
“soldiering” in the Virginia countryside, 
Gat wrote faithfully to his only sister, Car- 
oline, who chided him about his spelling. 
Married with a family of her own, the for- 
mer school teacher could not overlook “a 
great many mistakes” in Gat’s spelling. 
Gat, admitting he was “as much of a talker 
as ever Mother was,” demonstrated that 
fact by writing many long, newsy letters 
about camp life, military events and his 
personal feelings. With warmth, humor 
and compassion he shared his experiences 
as a Union Soldier, allowing us to see the 
realities of that historic war. Gat was 
proud to be a member of Company H 
though not particularly fond of the uni- 
form. “[It] would make a handsome man 
look homly,” he wrote. When new uni- 
forms were issued he went to the city to 
have his picture taken for the family. “I 
am just as liable to be killed as anybody 
else and perhaps if you never see me again 
you might like it to look at....” Caroline 
told how proud the family was of him, to 
which he replied: “I hope I shall always 
prove myself worthy of your love and 
esteem.” 

On two occasions Gat saw President 
Lincoln whom he thought looked very 
much like his pictures. When “Old Abe 
and Mrs. Abe” passed through camp while 
he was on guard duty, Gat presented arms 
to the President. Lincoln took off his illus- 
trious hat to the soldier and bowed “very 
polightly.” 

The 14th Regiment participated in a 
spectacular event described by Gat as a

“first-rate time.” From his company’s hill- 
side position he could see 75 regiments of 
infantry and 15,000 to 20,000 cavalry and 
artillery gathered in silence for the Grand 
Review. When General McClellan 
appeared on the field, the silence erupted 
into artillery salutes followed by resound- 
ing tributes of “Hail to the Chief” and 
rousing regimental cheers. “When we 
cheered him we put on the Tigar,” wrote 
Gat. He described the General as “the 
most noble looking man that ever I 
saw....As he road along the line with his 
hat off I don’t believe there was a man that 
did not love him and...would not have 
liked to have gone into a battle with him 
at the head.” 

On May 19, 1864 at Harris Farm, 
Spotsylvania, Va., Company H proved 
itself in battle. After the smoke cleared, 
seven Andover boys lay dead, 6 lay dying, 
21 others were casualties. Though Gat sur- 
vived unharmed, he would never forget 
that sight. Twenty-seven years later, after 
observing Memorial Day services for his 
fallen comrades, he wrote Caroline from 
his Lawrence home recalling those vivid 
scenes. “I saw the wounded tenderly taken 
up and cared for after the battle, and...the 
dead laid in a row side by side, touching 
elbows as they did in the ranks. I saw the 
trench dug, and the dead laid in it still 
touching elbows, their caps over their 
faces....1 saw those who were left of Co. H 
standing with uncovered drooping heads 
while tears fell from their eyes....” 

Gat was slightly wounded at Cold Har- 
bor, Va., one month later just before his 
enlistment ended. He came home to the 
Andover farm which he later inherited 
and where in 1869 he brought his new 
bride, Emma Jenkins of Bradford. He 
served as Andover Selectman before mov- 
ing to Lawrence in 1872, where he became 
an ice dealer and served as Postmaster. He 
died in 1916 at 77 years.

under way Tuesday and is expected to 
last through the middle of next week. 
Day 1 testimony highlights 

In his opening statements, Strafford 
County attorney Lincoln Soldati sar- 
castically portrayed Mr. Cobb, 59, as an 
aloof man attempting to outsmart and 
outtalk the three Farmington police 
officers who initially stopped him. 

“What this case is really about is 
hubris, arrogance, overwhelming 
pride,” Mr. Soldati said. It is also about 
remarkable police work, he said, and 
“sometimes the police just get lucky.” 

Cathy Green, Mr. Cobb’s chief 
lawyer, told the jury that the state 
would have to prove Mr. Cobb’s intent 
regarding the lone charge of felonious 
sexual assault. She said Mr. Cobb was a 
short distance from the police station 
when he was stopped, and that he did 
not make any effort to hide or avoid the 
marked police cruiser. 

She said the state also has to prove 
what photos Mr. Cobb showed the 
Rochester boy. The prosecution has 
showed him so many photos so many 
different times by now that the boy 
doesn’t remember what he saw with 
Mr. Cobb and what he was shown by 
the prosecution, Ms. Green said. 

“You will understand after your own 
review how memorable those photos 
are,” Ms. Green said. 

The jurors were allowed about 45 
minutes to review the photos on their

Testimony 

Sgt. Timothy Brown of the Farming- 
ton police testified that he and two fel- 
low police officers were on their way to 
lunch when they happened to see Mr. 
Cobb with the boy and recognized him 
from the description given to police a 
day earlier. 

When stopped, Mr. Cobb allegedly 
said he was a counselor for Camp KYO 
and he was wearing a T-shirt with that 
insignia. He said he was going to pay 
the boy to help change the bathing 
suits of the retarded children, and told 
police a van with the retarded children 
in it was parked a few blocks away.

In addition to the single charge of

David Cobb is facing 299 misdemeanor 
charges of possessing child pornogra- 
phy, and 114 felony indictments for 


showing pornographic images to a 
child. 


All the charges relate to activities 


that allegedly occurred during one 
week in August of last year. 


Mr. Cobb, 59, formerly of Andover 


and now of Gilford, N.H., taught at PA 
for 27 years. He was chairman of the 


English department at the school at the 


time of the alleged incidents last year. 


He was fired by PA shortly after the 


charges were brought against him. He 
and his wife, Sumida, were forced to 
give up their PA house a few months 
later. Mr. Cobb is free on $200,000 bail. 
The allegations 


According to court records and the 
Mr. Cobb allegedly 


pulled underwear from a knapsack he 
was carrying and said it belonged to 
the retarded children. When no van 
was found, Mr. Cobb agreed to take the 
officers to Camp KYO. He said he 
couldn’t remember the phone number, 
and that the camp was owned and run 


by Jennifer and Walter Brown, who 
were originally from New York. He also 
mentioned a Jennifer Johnson who was 
supposed to be a counselor. But after an 
hour, he admitted there was no such 
camp and no retarded children, accord- 
ing to Sgt. Brown. 

Mr. Cobb then touted his being a 
professor at Phillips and his having a 
very good personal and professional 
reputation, said Sgt. Brown. 

Mr. Cobb said he was thinking of 
retiring and was interested in working 
with retarded populations. He admitted 
he approached the girl and boy a day 
earlier, Sgt. Brown said. He was after 
“an index of their humanity and com- 
passion,” according to a statement Mr. 
Cobb made to police. 

He said he used the Camp KYO dis- 
guise and underwear as “props” to 
“hook” the kids, and that the story 
about the retarded children was so the 
kids he approached to talk to would not 
think he was a dirty old man and be 
scared off. He also said he offered them 
money and, after they were finished 
talking, would likely have bought them 
an ice cream and sent them on their 
way, according to Sgt. Brown. 

“T intended no crime or impropriety 
whatsoever,” Mr. Cobb said in a signed 
statement to police. 

When questioned about what else 
was in the backpack, Mr. Cobb said it 
contained his “fantasy photos.” He told 
investigators that after child pornogra- 
phy was outlawed by the federal gov- 
ernment in the 1970s, he started mak- 
ing his own, taking pornographic 
images from magazines and some black

them money to help change the bathing 
suits of retarded children at a Camp 
KYO for retarded children. The two 
were suspicious and refused to accom- 
pany him. They told a parent who then 
called and reported the incident to 


market pornography photos, and past- 
ing images of children’s faces, cut from 
catalogs such as J.C. Penney, onto 
them. He would then take Polaroids of 
the composites. He told Sgt. Brown he 
was proud of how well the photos and 
composites came out. 

Nothing was found when Mr. Cobb’s 
two houses, in Middleton, N.H., and 
Gilford, N.H., were searched. But on 
the way to the Gilford House, Mr. Cobb 
took off the Camp KYO T-shirt and 
turned it inside out, explaining that his 
wife didn’t know about the photos or 
the rest of his activities. Police confis- 
cated the shirt after leaving Mr. Cobb 
at his Gilford house. He was not arrest- 
ed until the next day, after a search 
warrant for the backpack was obtained 
and the backpack searched. 

The underwear in the backpack sup- 
posedly came from his wife’s drawer, a 
store, and a school. The backpack also 
contained a red sweatshirt that said 
Camp KYO on it, a red bathing suit, the 
Polaroid camera and film, the pay 
scale, pumpkin mask, lotion, and a 
brown paper bag with the 515 photos. 

The 13-year-old Farmington boy, a 
sixth-grader, testified clearly and with- 
out hesitation. He was blond and about 
5 feet tall. Both his parents were in 
court. He said he was hanging out 
beside town hall when he was 
approached by Mr. Cobb. Mr. Cobb 
asked him if he knew anyone who 
wanted to make $20 for helping change 
retarded kids, and he said he would. 

Mr. Cobb did not show him any pic- 
tures, the boy said. 

Day 2 

The case is broken into three sets of 
charges: 

The first consists of a single charge 
of attempted felonious sexual assault. 
This is related to what Mr. Cobb was 
allegedly in the process of doing, or 
planning to do, when he was stopped 


Farmington police. The next day, Mr. 
Cobb was spotted by Farmington police 
walking in downtown Farmington with 
the then-12-year-old boy. Mr. Cobb was 
wearing a white floppy hat and Camp 
KYO T-shirt, the same as the one 
described by the two teens a day earli- 
er. When stopped, Mr. Cobb admitted 
to offering the boy money in exchange 
for his help. In a backpack with him he 
had children’s underwear and 515 pho- 
tographs, some of which are the basis 
for the charges related to child pornog- 
raphy. Also in the pack was a “pay 
scale for helping pumpkin,” with a list 
of sexual chores and pay rate, lotion 
and a pumpkin mask. There was also a 
Polaroid camera and film. 

Shortly after the first news reports 
of Mr. Cobb’s arrest, a Rochester, N.H., 
mother called Farmington and report- 
ed her 13-year-old son had contact with 
Mr. Cobb a week earlier, on Aug. 17. In 
that instance, it is alleged Mr. Cobb 
showed the boy a number of the same 
photos later found in his backpack. 


with the 12-year-old in Farmington 
Aug. 22. The issue here will be proving 
Mr. Cobb’s intent, since no sexual 
activity did occur. 

“The acts were a substantial step 
toward a sexual assault, a felonious 
sexual assault,” Mr. Soldati said Tues- 
day. He admitted that the evidence is 
all circumstantial. 

The second set of charges relate to 
Mr. Cobb’s alleged showing of certain 
photos to the Rochester boy. The issues 
here are which photos were shown. 
And do they constitute pornography? 
After showing all the photos to the 
Rochester boy, and reviewing all the 
photos for their content, 114 of the 515 
photos are alleged to have been shown 
to the Rochester boy and are consid- 
ered to be pornography by the prosecu- 
tion. 

The third set of charges relate to Mr. 
Cobb’s possession of the photos and 
whether they constitute child pornog- 
raphy? Of the original 515 photos, 299 
are alleged to be child pornography 
according to the New Hampshire state 
statute, and those are the ones for 
which he is being charged. The jury 
must find that the photos are visual 
representations of children engaged in 
sexual activity, said Mr. Soldati. 

Ms. Green said the defense will show 
that the photos are composites of nudi- 
ty magazines and other magazines that 
are pasted together, and that they show 
no actual young people in the nude. Ms. 
Green pointed out that none of the chil- 
dren in any of the photographs has 
been identified by police. 

"These pictures are certainly odd. 
They are out of the ordinary and they 
are certainly graphic,” but they are not 
child pornography, she said. 

But in denying a request by the 
defense to throw the photos out as evi- 
dence, Judge Joseph Nadeau had ruled

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that “the visual representation is pro- 
hibited by the statute, not the process 
by which the visual representation is 
achieved.” Tuesday, the judge directed 
the jurors not to pay attention to the 
things written on the photos in regard 
to whether they were child pornogra- 
phy. 

Prosecutor Soldati spoke briefly 
with the Townsman Monday. He would 
not address the issue of whether there 
might be a plea bargain in the case. 
Andover connections? 

Mr. Soldati said nothing found at 
Mr. Cobb’s former PA residence or any- 
where at the school would be intro- 
duced as evidence in the case. There 
will not be any allegations related to 
Mr. Cobb’s behavior or activities at the 
school, Mr. Soldati said. 

One former student of Mr. Cobb's, 
Karl Hutter, 19, of Nevada, testified 
Tuesday morning about Mr. Cobb’s 
handwriting. Mr. Hutter took a non-fic- 
tion writing course from Mr. Cobb fall 
of 1994, when the student was a senior. 
{See story on Wednesday's court pro- 
ceedings. | 

A New Hampshire reporter who 
interviewed that student is also on the 
list of those who may be called to testi- 
fy, but Mr. Soldati did not expect that to 
happen. 

“Many of the witnesses on the wit- 
ness list won’t end up testifying,” he 
said. 

The jury 

The jury of nine women and six men 
was chosen from a pool of 52. The 
lawyers went through 51 of the pool 
before seating the full jury. Members 
are not being sequestered, but are 
being asked not to discuss the case with 
anyone or watch, listen to or read any 
news about it. 

The judge asked that anyone who 
had been victims or were in any way 
connected to a case of sexual abuse of 
children to advise him of that. He also 
warned potential jurors of what was to 
come. “There will be explicit references 
to sexual charges. There will be pho- 
tographs you'll have to look at” that 
you might not normally look at. 

New Hampshire’s’ definition of child 
pornography includes “Children engag- 
ing in sexual activity,” the “lewd exhi- 


bition of the genitals,” and “touching of 


sexual organs in the context of a sexual 
relationship,” the judge said. 

If viewing photos to see if those 
phrases apply was going to be a prob- 
lem, then the jurors had best let him 
know, Judge Nadeau said. 

The players 

Lincoln Soldati, Strafford County 
attorney for the last 14 years, is prose- 
cuting the case. He is in his seventh 
term in his elected position. His office 
has handled thousands of cases during 
that time, he said, but one is unique. “I 
don’t know of any case in my experl- 
ence that compares to it,” he said. 

He said he has only been involved in 
one other case that has involved the 
child pornography statute. 

Mr. Soldati would not predict how 
long the entire trial would take, but

The prosecution rested its case 
against David O. Cobb late Wednes- 
day morning, but not before dropping 
some of the charges against him and 
linking Mr. Cobb’s hand to the price 
list for performing sexual acts on 
“pumpkin.” 

After calling one witness, the 
defense also rested its case Wednes- 
day. 

Karl Hutter, a Phillips Academy 
student who graduated last year, tes- 
tified that when he saw the price list 
on the TV: news he recognized the 
script. CON cae: 

“T had seen his handwriting,” said 
Mr. Hutter. “At the time, I saw it on 
the screen I recognized the handwrit- 
ing” as Mr. Cobb's. 

Mr. Hutter, now a student at the 
University of Pennsylvania, also told 
the courtroom that “Mr. Cobb, during 
my time at Andover, was the best 
teacher I had.” 

Walking outside of the courtroom 
later he asked Mr. Cobb if he could 
speak with him. 

“I wish I could,” said Mr. Cobb. 
“But it’s nice to see you.” 

Before the nearby door closed 
behind Mr. Cobb and his lawyers, Mr. 
Hutter called out to his former teach- 
er. 

“Mr. Cobb, this is why I’m here,” 
he said, holding up a subpoena. “Not 
for any other reason.” 

During his testimony Mr. Huttér 
said he only knew Mr. Cobb from a 
1994 course and that his teacher nev- 
er asked him about his attitude 
toward retarded children. 

The prosecution also questioned 
the Rochester, N.H. teen who alleged- 
ly was approached by Mr. Cobb near 
the Rochester pool and shown poten- 
tially pornographic photos. Mr. Cobb 
had 114 charges against him for show- 
ing pornography, in addition to 299 
counts of possessing child pornogra- 
phy and one count of felonious sexual 
assault. a 

Holding his hands apart 10 to 12 
inches, the boy said he’d been shown 
a stack of photos about that large by 
Mr. Cobb. But after the boy could 
only remember seeing 61 of the 114 
photographs, the prosecution 
dropped the other 53 charges against 
Mr. Cobb. 

Mr. Cobb’s lawyers again asked 
that all charges be dropped, but fol- 
lowing a recess, the judge dismissed 
only two additional charges of show- 
ing pornography.

Middle school 
philosophy is at risk 


[The following letter was also sent to 
the superintendent of schools and 
members of the School Committee:] 
Editor, Townsman: 

Eight years ago, the Andover 
junior high schools began a meta- 
morphosis. The schools’ philosophy 
was modified to meet the changing 
needs of young adolescents and was 
recognized by many prominent mid- 
dle school educators. To meet the 
continuing standards of excellence 
in Andover, the middle-school phi- 
losophy was adopted and implement- 
ed. In order to provide a healthy 
school environment, the social, emo- 
tional, physical and intellectual 
characteristics of the middle school- 
aged student had to be considered 
and were deemed essential in build- 
ing a sound middle school philoso- 
phy. The philosophy of middle 
schools is at high risk due to the bud- 
get cut proposals. 

Such will ultimately eliminate

two teachers and an entire depart- 
ment if you vote to cut the home eco- 
nomics program. Your decision 
could, therefore, have a major nega- 
tive impact on the curriculum in 
order to save money. As a concerned 
parent with two middle school-age 
children, I feel compelled and obli- 
gated to inform you how the home 
economics program is and should 
remain an integral part of the mid- 
dle-school philosophy. 

The home economics program has 
been updated to meet the changing 
needs of society and is called Tex- 
tile/Foods Technology. The program 
incorporates disciplines such as 
geometry, mathematics, pre-algebra, 
chemistry and science. It emphasizes 
the teaching of skills with hands-on 
activities and reinforces information 
learned from other parts of the cur- 
riculum. In textile technology stu- 
dents learn and execute skills that 
can enhance their abstract thinking 
by an accelerated rate of three to five 
years, which will enable them to 
grasp science skills more easily. This 
is achieved by constructing a three- 


dimensional project from flat materi- 
als. They reinforce their math skills 
by applying their knowledge of geo- 
metric shapes, measuring, bisecting, 
trisecting into equivalent shapes, 
and using abstract thinking to fit a 
circle into a straight line. The stu- 
dents learn management skills and 
develop safe work habits to avoid 
accidents. 

The food technology program also 
applies knowledge from disciplines 
of the academic curriculum. Such 
discussions involve nutrition, safe- 
food handling and preparation, 
micro-organisms, bacteria, acids, 
bases, chemical reactions, sanita- 
tion, hygiene, cross contamination of 
foods and dangerous combinations of 
compounds. Also, the safe use of 
small and large equipment is 
learned. Students gain important 
organizational skills as they execute 
a sequence of steps as in a science 
experiment. They need to plan care- 
ful strategies and follow directions 
accurately and precisely. Math disci- 
plines are used in measuring liquid,

dry, and solid volumes. Increasing or 
decreasing measures of volume are cal- 
culated by converting, multiplying or 
dividing fractions. 

This hands-on approach of learning 
reaches multiple types of intelligence 
not always reached in the traditional 
classroom. Students of all learning 
styles can achieve self-confidence and 
self-esteem in this program, which is so 
important at this age. It provides an 
exploratory process where the students 
do not have to be “on call” or be seated 
for an entire period. Most importantly, 
the students enjoy this program. The 
numbers enrolled in enrichment class- 
es, visits during lunch period and free 
time and after school help are proof of 
its success. 

Before a vote is taken on May 7, I 
urge you to visit these classes and 
observe first hand the dynamics of the 
home economics program. The elimi- 
nation of the Textile /Foods Technolo- 
gy program is an unacceptable solution 
to reducing the budget. Ultimately, an 
increase of stress and anxiety for both 
students and teachers will result due to 
increased class size. This totally con- 
tradicts Andover’s standard of excel- 
lence in education and the basic con- 
cept of the middle-school philosophy. 
Students will not be exposed to these 
lifetime skills any place else in the cur- 
riculum. Please use your ingenuity and 
creativity by finding a way to save this 
program.

are just as treacherous. I’m referring to 
the appalling lack of regard by 
motorists to pedestrians at crosswalks. 

Today, a busy Saturday afternoon, 
my 4-year-old daughter and I attempted 
to cross Main Street in downtown 
Andover. We stood at one end of the 
crosswalk waiting for cars to slow 
down or stop so that we could start 
across. Pedestrians on the other side 
did the same. We waited. And watied. 
And waited. Four cars drove past with- 
out slowing down, though several 
drivers looked indifferently at us. 
Finally there was no more traffic and 
we were able to cross the street. 

Making our way back, pizza box in 
one hand, my daughter’s hand in the 
other, traffic was lighter so we started 
walking across the same crosswalk. 

A black Honda Civic, apparently 
speeding, came up on US suddenly 
when we were halfway across. The 
driver, a young man in his 20s with a 
car full of friends, did not slow down, 
much less stop, and began gesturing 
angrily as he swerved around us (pre- 
sumably he was upset that we were so 
rude as to get in his way). 

This is hardly an isolated incident, 
and the drivers are not always young 
speeders. Middle-aged and elderly 
motorists will drive through cross- 
walks oblivious to pedestrians. Other 
drivers will, due to a long line of car 
traffic, stop their vehicles in the middle 
of the crosswalk, forcing pedestrians to 
walk around them. 

In past summers Andover police 
have positioned cones at the cross- 
walks, and this seems to help. But, 
please Andover, show a little courtesy 
to those on foot and in stroller.

Parent praises 
sexuality education 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently there has been a lot of dis- 
cussion about the unit of human 
growth and sexuality that is offered to 
fifth-graders as part of the the Great 
Body Shop, Andover’s health education 
program. 

As the parent of a fifth-grader, | 
received a letter from Brenda O’Brien, 
health education program coordinator, 
along with a course outline and a par- 
ent bulletin published by the Great 
Body Shop. Ms. O’Brien’s letter stated 
that the unit would be made up of four 
lessons. The letter further stated that 
lessons regarding puberty changes, 
anatomy and hygiene would be taught 
in separate gender classes. The letter 
concluded by saying that parental per- 
mission was required for the child to 
be included in the lesson and referred 
to an attached permission slip. Permis- 
sion was required for any child to par- 
ticipate. 

Curious to see how the information 
offered at school would complement 
and enhance the information my hus- 
band and I were providing to our son at 


home about this topic, I spoke to a fifth- 
grade teacher. There was no reluctance 
in offering me information about the 
content of the course, which includes 
information on the changes in male 
and female bodies during puberty and 
the differences between the two sexes. 
It also includes a unit on hygiene and 
self-esteem. ; 

As with all good teaching methods, 
the kids are given the opportunity to 
ask questions. The teacher in turn 
answers the question to the best of his 
or her ability. The goal is to never 
make the child feel inappropriate or 
ashamed. In keeping with Ms. 
O’Brien’s support of parents as the pri- 
mary educators, questions that con- 
cern values are always referred home 
for further discussion. Ms. O’Brien also 
co-sponsored with Parent to Parent two 
parent workshops on talking to kids 
about their sexuality in January, prior 
to the lessons being taught in the 
schools. 

The notice sent home prior to the 
lesson being taught was clear in its 
intent to notify parents of the possible 
sensitivity of some of the subject mat- 
ter. Parents who have concerns about 
these lessons can decline to sign the 
permission slip. 

As we have continued these discus- 
sion at home, my husband and I appre- 
ciate the lessons offered in school as an 
additional opportunity for our son to 
get honest, direct answers to his ques- 
tions. This is preferable to having the 
information provided by his peers on 
the bus or playground.

Parent decries 
sexuality education 


Editor, Townsman: 

For the past two months I have been 
one of a group of mothers listening to 
and supporting Nancy Fielding in her 
efforts to make a small change in the 
public school sex education program. 

On Feb. 12 her 10-year-old son was 
traumatized while attending a “Grow- 
ing Up” program at his elementary 
school. Shocking, explicit descriptions 
of sexual intercourse and masturbation 
were given to these fifth-graders, 
according to several of the children. 
These topics were not listed on the con- 
sent form, so permission to discuss 
them was not given. 

To my mind, the action by this 
teacher was no less than a crime 
against these children, a type of 
molestation. The teacher did not 
demonstrate any sensitivity or respect 
for their childhood innocence. This 
was a gross abuse of trust. 

In meeting with various school 
administrators, we mothers encoun- 
tered indifference, reluctance and even 
deceit. The quest for accountability is 
discouraging. 

This reminds me of an incident that 
happened to me two years ago. I had 
decided to review the sixth-grade 


-gram, which exists 


videos for sex ed and was disappointed 
at the low quality, but one of the videos 
shocked me. It had a particularly offen- 
sive section that promoted masturba- 
tion. (What is this fascination with 
masturbation and teaching it to young 
children?) Well, The Eagle Tribune 
picked up the story and the Andover 
School Committee immediately voted 
to have that section deleted. That was 
good. But one cannot help but question 
the motivation of the sex-ed teacher 
who had been showing this year after 
year. Unfortunately, parents are still 
generally unaware of what’s going on. 

Because sex ed classes are so open to 
abuse, my husband and I have opted 
our children out. We believe that par- 
ents are still the best educators in this 
regard. It can be done at a convenient 
time, when a child is ready, and within 
4 moral framework that includes val- 
ues to live by. 

I am very glad that Nancy Fielding 
was able to tell her story and thereby 
alert parents and the community. | 
commend her for her struggle on behalf 
of the children. If her requests to make 
the program more upfront and honest 
with the parents are met, then that will 
be a victory for both parents and chil- 
dren.
